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SUMMONS FOR 

JOHN SINCLAIR 

USEFUL LIFE IS ENDED 

Venerable and Respected Citizen 
Passes Away Very Unexpectedly 
on Wednesday. 

The venerable John Sinclair passed 
away suddenly Wednesday morning. 
The final summons was very similar 
to that which called his wife in De¬ 
cember. His death removes one of the 
most highly respected citizens of Sier¬ 
ra Madre. 

Mr. Sinclair had been in failing 
health since losing his beloved wife. 
But his condition was not thought to 
be serious. He had been attending to 
business affairs as recently as Mon¬ 
day. But on Tuesday, the Fourth, he 
had suffered a little from a congestion 
about the heart. Wednesday morning 
it was thought best to send for his 
physician in Pasadena. But within 
half an hour he passed quietly away. 

Since coming to Sierra Madre about 
two years ago Mr. Sinclair had great¬ 
ly endeared himself to a multitude of 
friends. He had invested quite exten¬ 
sively in Sierra Madre property and 
was regarded as possessing keen busi¬ 
ness ability. He was also highly re¬ 
garded for his rugged honesty. But 
it was the kindly manner and warm 
heart which bound his friends to him 
most closely. 

Mr. Sinclair was a native of Scot¬ 
land and was seventy-eight years of 
age. He came to America when a 
young man and was naturalized about 
twenty-five years ago. He was for 
many years a resident of Sibley, Iowa, 
from which place he and his wife 
came to Sierra Madre. He had been 
active in church work all his life, and 
was a member of the Knights of Py¬ 
thias. 

The only relatives left by Mr. Sin¬ 
clair are two sisters of his wife, the 
Misses Patch of Patch Grove, Wis. 
One of them. Miss Jessie Patch, was 
on her way to Sierra Madre to keep 
house for him, but had stopped in 
Washington for a visit at the time of 
his death. She was notified by tele¬ 
gram of his death and is expected to 
arrive soon. Arrangements for the 
funeral services have been held in 
abeyance pending her arrival.

FOURTH MIGHT BE SANER 

With the number of Independence 
Day casualties reduced to the lowest 
point on record little comment is nec¬ 
essary on the value of the nation¬ 
wide movement for a sane Fourth. The 
saving of a hundred or more lives in 
a single day should be sufficient cause 
for satisfaction at having had a part 
in the agitation. 

But there was something lacking 
beside noise in the observance of the 
day, something which should have 
been there. The Fourth has always 
been an occasion for the outlet of 
surplus energy and pent up enthus¬ 
iasm, which was entirely proper. The 
ban on explosives should be followed 
by the substitution of some other 
means of supplying such an outlet. 
This would remove practically all the 
objection to the sane Fourth. This 
probably would have been done in 
Sierra Madre but for the attention 
taken by the Board of Trade picnic 
the week before. While these observ¬ 
ations may seem ill-timed right now 
is a good time to draw a lesson for 
consideration next year. The Los 
Angeles Tribune offers some good 
suggestions as to means to be em¬ 
ployed ; 

“In some of the Eastern cities the 
leaders of the sane Fourth reform have 
adopted the idea of the pageants that 
are popular in England. The imagin¬ 
ation of the people is stirred by pic¬ 
tures of dramatic and patriotic inci¬ 
dents in our history. 

In others, there has been a revival 
of the old-fashioned Fourth of July 
parades with a show of local re- 
s urces, of the growth of fraternal so¬ 
cieties, and of symbolic floats with 
tableaus In which the schools are en¬ 
couraged to rivalry. 

Believers in the sane Fourth who 
rejoice that Willie's right to shoot off 
his fingers has been taken away ought 
not to be satisfied with having cur¬ 
tailed his privileges. There is a fine 
chance to put into application the new 
civic center idea for the schools on 
Independence day in any one of num¬ 
erous ways by which the boys and 
girls can be compensated to their ad¬ 
vantage for denying them the privi¬ 
leges their older brothers and sisters 
had. 

Another Fourth of July shouldn’t 
pass without something of the kind 
being done.

Mexican Ear Beana. 

In the forests of Miehoacan, one of 
the most picturesque of the Mexican 
states, may be seen groups of native 
women and children engaged In pick¬ 
ing up and placing In baskets what at 
first sight look like nuts. These are 
the Mexican ear beans, and they are 
gathered and sold by the natives for 
shipment to France, where they are 
used to tan leather for shoes. The 
bean Is so named by reason of its re¬ 
semblance to the human ear. It grows 
wild on a small tree that reaches the 
height of twenty or thirty feet, with 
wide branching limbs. As many as 
ten bushels often grow on a single 
tree. When ripe they fall to the 
ground, and over many extensive 
tracts, not only in Miehoacan, bat in 
Colima and Guerrero, untold thousands 
of bushels remain ungathered in the 
forests. It is not difficult to hire na¬ 
tives to pick them op at a cent a 
pound To be used for tanning the 
beans have only to be dried and 
ground, and so rich are they in astrin¬ 
gent qualities that a very small quanti¬ 
ty of the bean meal is sufficient to tan 
a hide.

THAT TAX AMENDMENT 

A great deal of fuss has been made 
over the workings of the so-called tax 
amendment No. 1 which was author¬ 
ized at the last state election. It has 
been claimed that the cities and towns 
would lose a large amount of money 
by having the public service and cer¬ 
tain other corporations removed from 
their assessment rolls. These corpor¬ 
ations now pay taxes to the state only, 
not being subject to county or city 
taxes. But to offset that fact, it should 
be remembered that the corporations 
will now supply the entire revenue re¬ 
quired by the state. This has been 
definitely shown by Controller Nye who 
has just issued a statement to the ef¬ 
fect that the corporation taxes under 
the new amendment will provide a 
sum sufficient to make a general de¬ 
ficiency tax unnecessary as had been 
predicted by the opponents of the 
amendment. So as the matter stands 
now there will be no state tax assess¬ 
ment against ordinary property this 
year. Consequently cities like Los 
Angeles which have heretofore derived 
large revenue from the corporations 
can add to the city taxes on general 
property an amount equal to that for¬ 
merly raid in the form of state taxes 
"without actually increasing tne total 
amount to be paid. The Los Angeles 
papers which have been howling about 
the prospective increase in local taxes 
have apparently overlooked the fact 
that they will have no state taxes to 
pay'. At any rate it would be no more 
than fair to give the amendment a fair 
trial before talking about repealing it

i NORTH DAKOTA LIGNITE. 

Valuable For Brickmaking and as Gat 
Producer Fuel. 

Extensive beds of lignite underlie 
tile greater part of file western half of 
the state of North Dakota, aud al¬ 
though iu calorific value it is not a 
high grade fuel, requiring special fur¬ 
naces aud large grate areas when used 
for steam raising aud leaving much to 
be desired when used for domestic 
beating and cooking, it has been fouod 
particularly well adapted as a fuel for 
use in the manufacture of brick, an in¬ 
dustry that is growing rapidly in the 
state. A number of brick manufac¬ 
turers at Dickinson. Scranton and Ken- 
mare have stated that lignite is es¬ 
pecially desirable for this purpose be 
cause of its smokelessness and soot- 
lessness in combustion and its relative 
low cost as compared with other fuels. 
One tou of lignite has been found 
equivalent to one cord of ordinary 
brickyard wood. The time required 
for burning a kiln of brick with lig¬ 
nite is from eight days to two weeks, 
according to the dryness of the bricks 
when set in the kiln and according to 
the quality of brick required. Some 
of the brick manufacturers mine the 
lignite used by them. 

With the development of other man¬ 
ufacturing industries in the state the 
utilization of lignite for the genera¬ 
tion of power through the gas pro¬ 
ducer will increase. The investiga¬ 
tions conducted by the United States 
geological survey at the St. Louis ex¬ 
position have sbown that lignite is an 
excellent gas producer fuel. It yields 
a gas of higher quality, though less in 
quantity, than either anthracite or 
bituminous coal, and when so used in 
the generation of power equals in ef¬ 
ficiency the best bituminous coal un¬ 
der boilers.—Report United States Geo¬ 
logical Survey. 


EYES AND THE VOICE. 


Organs of Body Closely Related. De¬ 
clares Scientist. 

The interrelations between the vari¬ 
ous organs and members of the body 
are sometimes so subtle that they es¬ 
cape the attention of anatomists for 
generations and theu come up as sen¬ 
sational and important discoveries. A 
physician in London. Dr. William Mar¬ 
tin Richards, has had occasion to ob¬ 
serve a relation existing between the 
eyes and the voice and has recently 
made a statement of two cases that 
came under his treatment where ac¬ 
tresses who had lost their voices com¬ 
pletely recovered them when treated 
for defective eyes aud fitted with prop¬ 
er glasses. He tells of one young wo¬ 
man. in whose family eye diseases were 
hereditary, who fouud herself at the 
age of twenty-two losing her voice. 
Her eyes were found to he in need of 
attention, and when she had been sup¬ 
plied with glasses she promptly recov¬ 
ered her singing voice. 

When she discarded the glasses some 
time later and her eyes were once 
more neglected her voice also relapsed 
into a husky state that precluded all 
singing. This practitioner has ob¬ 
served a number of similar cases, and 
the discovery of the relation between 
the eyes and the voice should certainly 
be valuable to stage folk and others 
who depend largely upon their voices 
for their status in the world. 


How to Avoid Sagging Skirts. 

Even when properly made a skirt of 
few gores will sag in the wearing, be¬ 
cause tlie doth is heavy or is twisted 
in the laundering. There are too many 
bias lines to them. To avoid this 
choose whenever possible a pattern of 
many gores. The seams give strength, 
and the lower edges are not wide 
enough or bias enough to do much if 
any drooping.
